Volunteers, flocking to the defense 
of their national territory, although 
not officially mobilized or called to 
arms, will be allowed to battle along- 


side their brothers to defend their soil. |

parted by the ministry of national de- 
fense tonight. 
Women, Children Flee. 

Meanwhile terror reigns in Mace- 
donia. The refugee problem, with men, 
women and children fleeing along im- 
passable roads, stumbling, falling and 
dying in exhaustion, is becoming too 
great for the Bulgarian Red Cross to 
handle. 

Word comes that the Greeks have 
penetrated Bulgarian territory to a 
depth of seven miles or more on a 20- 
mile front and that Petrich only a 
few miles to the northwest of Demir- 
hissar, where the first clash occurred, 
has been under a heavy bombardment 
of shrapnel. 

Belgrade, the capital of Jugoslavia, 
thus far has shown a friendly attitude 
for which Bulgarian statesmen and 
people are duly appreciative.

In Defense of Use of Wines 


Quoting from the Bible in numer- 
ous instances to uphold his contention 
that the United States prohibition law 
should be modified to allow the manu- 
facture of wine, the Rey. C. N. Don- 


later pastor of the First Baptist 
church in Charleston, S. C., has ad- 


dressed a letter to The Constitution 


declaring the Volstead act to he de- 
fective. Rey. Donaldson now is re- 
tired and is living in Atlanta. 

Legislation which prohibits the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating 
liquors is extreme, the minister as- 
serted, expressing the belief that wine 
should have been exempted from its 
provisions. 

“The Bible,” he wrote, “nowhere 
prohibits the making and drinking of 
wine, but only the abuse of this good, 
natural blessing.” 

Rev. Donaldson expressed the belief 


that Jesus Christ must have drunk 
wine, pointing te the bridal feast 
where He increased the amount. of 
wine. 


‘Jesus. was a social man,” he wrote. J 


“To you suppose he would have been 
so austere and discourteous as not to 


have drunk of the wine He‘had made} 


for others?” 

Another instance of Christ’s famili- 
arity with wine was pointed out with 
the Biblical quotation: “Men do not 
put new wine into old bottles (skins) 
lest the bottles burst and both are de- 
stroyed; but they put new wine into 
new bottles and both are preserved.” 

“I wish I could have a full glass of 
the best every morning at my break- 
fast table,” Rev. Donaldson wrote, 
“but the consciences of my weaker 
brethren, and our unjust law say ‘you 
must deprive yourself of this God- 
given personal right and liberty.’ From 
time immemorial wine has been a 
beverage of the human race, with no 
Divine prohibition, and it will con- 
tinue to be.” 

The minister expressed himself as 
opposed to over-indulgence in wine.

Washington, October 24.—())— 
Unless the cattle industry is to be 
driven from the United States, con- 
gress must pass remedial legislation 
at the next session, Senator Cameron, 
republican, Arizona, declared today in 
a summary of his findings as a re- 
sult of the senate committee investi- 
gation of publie lands. 

Virtually all of the cattle men of 
the west are on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy, he asserted, adding that if 
something is not done within the next 
year, they will be forced out of busi- 
ness, 

The cattle men’s difficulty, he said, 
ean be traced to government restric- 
tions on grazing lands on the public 
domain and in the national forests. 
At the next session he declared he 
intended to make an effort to get a 
bill enacted which would give the cat- 
tle men the right to lease land on the 
public domain for at least ten years, 
with the privilege to fence the prop- 
erty. . 

The legislation also would include 
establishment of a nominal uniform 


grazing fee in the national forests.

Says C. J. Haden 


Signs of the great war which so re- 
cently almost destroyed Eurove have 
disappeared except in the actual war 
zones, people are forgetting the con- 
flict, everyone is busy, and a return 
to normal conditions is manifest ev- 
erywhere, according to a letter re- 
ceived by The Constitution from C. 
J. Haden, well-known Atlantan, who 
has been touring Europe. Mr. and 
Mrs. Haden sailed for home October 
14, 1925. 

In describing conditions as he found 
them, Mr. Haden declared every Amer- 
ican viewing the nations is impressed 
with the same conditions. 

His letter, sent from Rome, Italy, 
follows: 


‘‘That the recovery of Kurope is rapid is 
the one thing upon which visitors agree. 
The people are working under high pressure. 
If the traveler wishes war talk, he must 
introduce the subject. The nuniversal si- 
lence regarding the world conflict and the 
accelerated industrial activity deeply im- 
press the American. But for the relative 
scarcity of younger men everywhere and the 
great number of old men and women in the 
fields, there is found no where except in 
the immediate battle zone visible signs of 
war. 

Germany is now free of its prewar mili- 
tary tax burdens, and also of the former 
drain upon its labor resource through its

total extinction of its war mainenance debts 
and repudiation of its marks, nearly uals 
t sum estimated to be finally paid as 
indemnity to the alligg. 


*“*Reckoned across a stretch of a one gene- 
ration, it is not probable that waiving the 
loss of human life, Germany has actually 
gained by the great war. 


‘‘Czecho-Slovakia is and has been for the 
past five years engaged in a world-wide 
propaganda financed by the government. Its 
effect has been not only trade extension, 
but to stimulate the pulse beat at home. 

‘‘In France activity in every line of endeav- 
or as far as may be seen by the visitor, 
then and now, is immensely greater than be- 
fore the war. Amazing as it seems, it is 
true that their revival exceeds relatively this 
long-to-be-remembered ‘‘come-back’’ after the 
Franco-Prussian war of 1871. 


‘“‘The sackcloth and ashes—Europe that I 
expected to find—is not here. It is a more 
prosperous looking Europe than the one I 
saw shortly before the Germans entered 
Belgium in 1924. The absence of war talk, 
the skillfully-hidden war scars and the pur- 
pose to put the best foot to the front keeps 
the observer guessing, and if he be’ an 
American observer, he is almost persuaded 
that the European news printed throughout 
America during the post-war period has been 
over-colored.’’

Charging that the Georgia banking 
act is unconstitutional and that the 
state superintendent of banking has 
absolutely no authority under the act, 
Mrs. Rebecca Latimer Felton, of Bar- 
tow county, former United States 
senator from Georgia, has filed a peti- 
tion in the superior court of Fulton 
county, seeking to prevent T. R. Ben- 
nett, who holds the office of state 
superintendent of banks, from assess- 
ing her property for benefit of stock- 
holders in the defunct Bank of Don- 
aldsonrille. 

Hearing on the petition has been 

set for November 14. 
“ Under the Georgia banking act of 
1919, which Mrs. Felton’s petition at- 
tacks as unconstitutional, the state 
superintendent of banks is allowed to 
ASSESS stockholders of banks which are 
fraancially embarrassed up to the par 
value of their stock for protection of 
depositors of the bank. - Mrs. Felton 
owned $1,500 in stock of the bank in 
question and, her petition sets forth, 
Superintendent Bennett has threaten- 
ed to issue a writ to the sheriff of 
Bartow county, ordering him to levy 
on Mrs. Felton’s property to realize 
the required sum. 


Act Is Attacked. 


- In her petition Mrs. Felton declares 
that Mr. Bennett is not state superin- 
tendent of hanks, that there is, in fact.

Superintendent Bennett was not in 
the city Saturday following the filing 
of the petition on Saturday morning 
at tie Fulton courthouse and coald 
not be reached for a_ statement. 

The Georgia banking act of 1919, 
Mrs. Felton charges in her petition, 
is a “revolutionary attempt to unaer- 
mine the fundamental framework of 
the state government itself. to with- 
draw from constitutional officers their 
constitutional functions and powers, 
and make the superintendent of banks 
absolute autoerat and dictator in all 
matters. pertaining to banks or re- 
motely connected with banks, and en- 
dow him with legislative, executive 
and judicial powers.” 

Mrs. Felton charges that the bank- 
ing act of 1919 was instigated and 
sponsored by larger banks of the state 
with two purposes in view. ‘The first, 
she states, was to create a new execu- 
tive department not contemplated in 
the state constitution and to be in- 
dependent of the governor, invested 
with extensive powers, including ju- 
dicial authority, and relieved, as far 
as possible, of judicial restraint. The 
second purpose, she charges, was to 
make radical changes in the relations 
between banks and their eustomers 
and in the liability of banks for neg- 
ligence.» The latter purpose, she 
charges, was achieved surreptitiously 


through “log rolling” legislation, and | 


while she disclaims knowledge as to 
whether this was the conscious pur- 
pose of the banks and those who draft- 
ed the bill, nevertheless, she says that 
these and other grave evils were, in 
actual fact, inserted in the bill. 


Hits Changes in Acts. 


The act also. she states, diverts all | 


assets of insolvent banks, including 


the funds of depositors, to satisfy the | 


claims of the larger banks, and thus 
puts an undue burden on the stock- 
holders, increasing their liability to 


‘depositors and denyinz both depositors 


and stockholders any voice in the dis- 
position of the assets. 

The petitioner also asserts that the 
act in question violates so maay and 
diverse provisions of the state consti- 
tution that it is necessary to arrange 
her charges under group headings. 

The act deals with many subjects 
which are not covered in: its title, she 
charges, which, it is asserted, clearly 
concerns only those methods by which 
banks are themselves to conduct their 
internal affairs. 

The act assumes to create a new 
department of government, transfer- 
ring thereto functions previously en- 
trusted to the treasury department, 
which is a branch of the executive 
department created by the consti- 
tution, and as such can. only 
be tampered with by constitu- 
tional amendment. Other articles of 
the act, she. states, deals’ with 
the powers, duties and_ responsibili- 
ties of the new hankin; department 


tinct from the regulation of the bank- 
ing business in the internal affairs 
of a bank. 

The act also changes, it is said, the 
laws regarding mandamus, liens and 
usury. It also affects the established 
laws pertaining to debtor and creditor 
and between principal and agent. 

Section 44 of Article 19 of the act, 
it is charged, is substantive legisla- 
tion affecting private rights, relations 
and contracts. 

Violation of the constitutional pro- 
visions that the legislative. judicial 
and executive powers shall 
remain separate and_ distinct, is 
icharged in that portion of the bank- 


ing act authorizing and requiring the | 


superintendent of banks to find and 
adjudge .that a bank has failed. and 
to issue execution against said bank. 
Petitioner claims that if there is such 
an officer as state superintendent of 
banks he should discharge executive 
duties only, while this provision of 
the act calls on him to exercise judi- 
cial functions. A _ similar confusion 
of functions is seen in that section 
of the act empowering the superin- 
tendent to adjudge a bank official or 
employee dishonest, incompetent or 
reckless and to require his removal. 
“Assumes” Authority. 


Assumption of the judicial authority 
also is seen in that clause authorizing 
the superintendent to appoint an 
“agent” for a defunet bank who ts, 
‘in actual fact, nothing more nor less 
than a receiver, it is said. 

Many sections of the banking act, it 
is further charged, deprive stockhold- 
ers and depositors. of their constitu- 
tional right not to be deprived of 
property except by due process of law. 
It also is charged that mandatory 
power given bank superintendents 
takes away from stockholders and de- 
positors their constitutional rights to 
prosecute or defend their cause in any 
court of the state,

It is planned to begin the non-stop 
flight at San Francisco and fly over 
the air mail route to New York. It 
was necessary for Lieutenants Kelly 
and MacReady to begin their flight 
from the east coast as they could not 
climb over the high Rocky mountains 
with their heavy load of fuel. The 
fuel load was lightened, hawever, by 
the time they reached the mountains 
after tlving from the east coast. 

Mr. Evans stated that he wanted 
to encounter the greatest difficulties 
and make a successful flight in order 
to» demonstrate to the laymen of 
America that air travel can be put on 
an commercial basis.

Crime Wave Will Cost U. S. 


Insurance Companies Forced to Tighten Up on Policies 


Two Billion, Surety Head Says 


New York, October 24.—“The Unit- 
ed States is in the grip of a $2,000,- 
000,000 crime wave,” Joel Rathbone, 
vice chairman of the National Surety 
company, declared today. 

Insurance concerns have been forced 
to tighten up on their policies and in 
some instances to withdraw them alto- 
gether, Rathbone said, referring to 
the current tide of law-breaking—jew- 
el, fur and payroll robberies—as “the 
worst in history.” 

Rathbone’s outburst was in the na- 
ture of a counter-blast to the threat 
of the district attorney's office to in- 
vestigate the activities of insurance 
companies in obtaining the return of 
stolen jewels by paying large rewards 
to the thieves, with “no questions 
askel.” 

Assistant District Attoreny Ferdi- 
nand Pecora had intimated he would 
seek prosecution of companies which 
dealt with jewel robbers over the heads 
of the police department 

The National Surety company offi- 
cial seized the occasion to speak for 
the jnsurance men,

“The present crime wave will cost 
the nation $2,000,000,000,” he predict- 
ed. “Insurance companies, alarmed 
over the rising tide of thievery, are 
exerting extraordinary watchfulness 
in writing policies. 

“Firms handling burglary protection 
feel they are carrying more severe 
hazards than ever before. 

“We know how effectively crime is 
practiced on a gigantic organized scale 
by underworld master minds. We han- 
dle 8O per cent of the burglary and 
embezzlement insurance in the Wall 
street district,” he added, speaking for 
his company. 

“Another warning has just been sent 
to clients, pointing out the need for 
more precautions and intense watch- 
fulness against surprise attacks.” 

The National Surety eompany has 
ceased to issue policies on furs ‘in 
stores and lofts. It also virtually has 


ceased to write policies covering hold- 

ups of jewelry stores.

TECH STUDENTS VISIT 
TATE MARBLE QUARRIES 


More than 140 Georgia Tech stu- 
dents, together with members of the 
faculty, were guests of Sam Tate, at 
Tate, Ga., Friday in an all-day ia- 
spection of the plant and quarries 
of the Georgia Marble company. 

After arriving in Tate the party 
was first «shown the centfal plant, 
where huge blocks 6f marble are cut 
into any desirable size and polished. 
Of even more interest to the visitors, 
most of whom are studying geology 
at Tech, were the marble quarries. A 
special train ‘was placed at the dis- 
posal of the group and each of several 
deep quarries, some more than 300 
feet deep, were inspected. The marble 
is ent away from the solid rock, in 
blocks six feet square, lifted out by 


great cranes and placed on flat cars. 
Each block weighs 25 tons or more. 

At the Nelson plant the party saw 
the statue of Dr. Crawford W. Long. 
famous Georgia physician who dis- 
covered anaesthesia and its applica- 
tion in operations, being carved from 
the solid marble. When completed 
the statne will stand in the Hall of 
Fame, Washington, D. C. It was 
designed by Massey Rhind.

There were many interruptions in 
the course of my eight-hour talk with 
the Riff leader, but nevertheless he 
had time to'ask scores of questions on 
French and Spanish internal policies, 
and to discuss many related questions 
as well as the paramount problem of 
war or peace here. I received the dis- 
tinct impression that he counts upon 
French and Spanish public opinion to 
reinforce his plea for peace, at least 
to a certain extent.

to make peace before long unless they 
can win a decisive victory. 

After our long discussion of the ex- 
act terms on which he would be will- 
ing to sign a treaty of peace with 
France and Spain—which I cannot di- 
vulge at the present writing—the Riff 
chieftain devoted a considerable part 
of the remainder of the interview to a 
declaration of-the French responsibil- 
ity for the present war and to asser- 
tion of his insistent claim that the 
Franco-Spanish offensive has thus far 
been a failure so far as actual results 
are concerned. 

Krim Blames French. 


“I possess actual proof that the 
French planned this war against the 
Riff more than a year ago,” he said. 
“Throughout the year preceding the 
outbreak of hostilities, French agents 
were busy among the border tribes, 
attempting to enlist their services in 
war against us. The French military 
chiefs in Morocco feared that the 
example of our successful struggle 
against Spain would lead to imitators 
among the native tribes in French 
Morocco, endeavoring to do the same 
thing there. 


“French officers in the advanced 
outposts even wrote letters to the 
chiefs of the Gueznaya tribe, asking 
them to withdraw their allegiance to 
the Riff government, stating that the 
Riff government was not a valid or- 
ganization, that it would never be 
recognized, and that it was certain to 
be overthrown by France eventually. 
These letters were turned over to me 
and I have them now in my posses- 
sion here at headquarters.

Washington, October 24.—The fast- 
living younger set of today may fur- 
nish a problem for the sociologists 
but the reason for it is an open book 
to President Coolidge. Parents are 
shirking their duties to their children. 
That is the real reason the president 
declared in one of his most out-spoken 
addresses yet delivered, when he spoke 
to the Forty-second International Con- 
vention of the Young Men’s Christian 
Associations of the United States and 
‘Canada here Saturday. 

Soeiety is menaced, the president 
declared, unless governmental and 
more home direction for children be- 
comes effective. 
| “There. are too ma‘tny indications 
that the functions of parenthood are 
breaking down,” he said. “Too many 
people are neglecting the real well- 
being of their children, shifting the 
responsibility for their actions, and 
turning over supervision of their 
discipline and conduct to the juvenile 
courts, 

“It is stated on high authority that 
a very large preportion of the out- 
casts and criminals come from the 
ranks of those who lost the advan- 
tages of normal parental control in 
their youth. They are the refugees 
‘from broken homes who were denied 
ithe necessary benefits of parental love 
‘and direction. The home is the cor- 
nerstone of the nation and any’ effec- 
tive better-homes movement must be- 
gin with the training of the youth 
fur those responsibilities, or we shall 
lsee the disposition to attempt in some 
way to turn over to the government.

To think that it should come to 
this: Alabama 7, Tech 0. To think 
that the conquerors of Penn State, 
Florida and V. M. I. should be 
forced to bow to the conquerors of 
Howard, Sewanee and Union. Thére 
Seems to be something incongruous 
about it all. 

It is hard to feel, to even think, 
that the best football team won. Jt 
is easy to feel, to.think and to know 
that the team which played the bet- 
ter football scored the lone touch. 
down of the game. 

The chief value of statisties in a 
football game is to offer solace to the 
vanquished. Tech, then. can find a 
crust of satisfaction in knowing that 
she made more first downs and gained 
more yardage on passes. 

Alabama played a flashy, wide-open 
game, and played it more perfectly 
than Tech played its driving system. 
The caveman’s bludgeon against the 
rapier. And the rapier slashed its 
way to victory. 

The run which Mack Brown made 
to score a touchdown was one of the 
prettiest pieces of broken-field work 
to which Atlanta football loyers have 
ever been treated. 

Capitalized On Speed. 

Capitalizing his speed, Brown lit- 
erally outran tne whole Tech team in 
a dash which took him dangerously 
near the boundary line and _ several 
Tech tacklers. Brown, in justice to 
the remainder of his teammates, was 
ably assisted by his whole team, «ney 
formed for him a perfect wall of in- 
terference. On the one side was the 
boundary; on the other a wall of 
*Bama interference. Here was the per- 
fect sprinter’s lane. And down that 
Jane Brown sailed with a speed which 
is characterjstically his. 

To say that Alabama played better 
football in beating Tech is not telling 
the whole story. One of the chief 
contributing factors. in that vi@tory 
was Alabama’s supremacy in punting 
and in returning punts. 

On every exchange Alabama 
from 5 to 15 yards.

Georgians Urged 
To Protect Fish 
Supply of State 


There soon will be no fish in the 
waters of Georgia, according to Peter 
S. Twitty, state game and fish com- 
missioner. The statement is based on 
the rate in which the streams of the 
state have been depleted. The only 
hope for conserving and increasing the 
present fish supply of the state is by 
strict observance of the new protec- 
tion laws passed at the last session 
of the lezisiature. If this is not done, 
a fresh water fish soon will become a 
museum curiosity in Georgia, the com- 
missioner said. 

“Georgia streams, that once afforded 
the sport of sports for: our fore- 
fathers and those of us who are ap- 
proaching middle age, now have s 
‘few fish that the people are becom- 
(ing alarmed,’ Commissioner Twitty 
‘said. “Several newspapers in the 
state have commented editorially on 
ithe disappearance of the fish in their 
| Vicinities, and I hope other editors 
; will tnke up the fight, as the papers 
bere do more than any other agency to 
stir true sportsmen to action. 

Less Than One Fourth. 

“A careful estimate of the fish that 
‘are being caught today indicates that 
there are less than one-fourth as many 
in Georgia streams as there were 10 
yeirs ago. In some localities it is 
said that there are not more than 
one-tenth the number there were 10 
years ago. At this rate of disappear- 
ance, there are not going to be any 
fish at all in another decade. 

“It is not difficult to figure out 


where they have gone. In the years 
when they were plentiful, fishermen 
formed the habit of seining the 
Streams or trapping them, then se- 
lecting the marketable fish and leav- 
ing the sinaller ones on the banks to 
die and dry up in the sunlight. There 
were others who followed the more 
despicable system of using dynamite, 
to kill all living things in the streams. 

“Another source of destruction has 
been the pollution of streams by dye 
mills and other industries that have 
dumped poisonous fluids in the 
Waters. Steps have been taken to 
stop this practice, without interfer- 


ence with the operation of the indus- 
tries, 

pa Fishing Is Safeguarded. 

The situation has become so seri- 
ous in recent years that the last ses- 
sion of the legislature passed a law 
making it legal to fish with hook and 
line only in the freshwater streams 
of Georgia for a period of five years. 
in order to give the fish a chance to 
propagate and repopulate the streams. 
This new law makes it a misdemeanor 
for any person to take from any fresh- 
water stream in this state, any fish 
with seine, net, gig or spear, or with 
ane other device except a hook and 
ine, 

“The only exceptions provided in 
the law are that shad fish may be 
eciaught by means of nets during the 
open season for shad fishing, and min-

To encourage private citizens in 
their efforts to aid in the enforcement 
of the fishing laws, this department 
has arranged to pay one-half of the 
fine imposed upon a law violator to 
any citizen causing his arrest and 
conviction. The minimum fine for 
the very unsportsmanlike custom of 
dynamiting fish is $100 and all court 
costs, to which there can be added a 
three months’ term in jail or on the 
chaingang. The minimum penalty 
for any other violation of the fishing 
law is $25, to which a 30-day jail 
or chaingang sentence can be added.

The women of the First Christian 
church, Atlanta, are so gratified by 
the success of their new organizattion, 
the Women's council, that they feel 
constrained to tell the women of our 
sister churches in the city and state

Episcopal Y oung People 
Plan Big Organization 


With other things of vital impor- 
tance that are being decided at the 
National Triennial convention of the 
Episcopal church in New Orleans it 
will be of great interest to see what 
action the church takes in regard to 
recognizing the National Young Peo- 
ple’s organization that was set up 
at a national conference of young peo- 
ple in Racine, Ill, August 27 to 38v. 
Charles Cramer, of Epiphany church, 
represented the diocese of Atlanta at 
this conference, while Ned Bullock 
represented the province of Sewanee. 

According to Mr. Bullock, the na- 
ture of the organization that has been 
submitted to the national church for 
recognition is that of a federation of 
the various young people's societies 
in the church throughout the coun- 
try. It is based on the four ideal: 
Worship. study, fellowship and servy- 


ice. Its purpose is to stimulate and 
extend the work of the church through 
the young people. The proposed or- 
ganization will function through a 
national triennial conference and a 
national commission in very much the 
same way fthat the church is gov- 
erned by its triennial convention and 
the national council. Representation 
at. the Young People’s National con- 
ference will. be by dioceses, while rep- 
resentation on the commission will 
be by provinces. The former con- 
stitutes the law-making body of the 
organization, while the latter is pro- 
posed to execute the provisions of the 
constitution and -by-laws during the 
three-year period between the meetings 
of the conference. 

Following is the constitution as it 
was adopted at the national confer- 
ence at Racine last August:

She had kept it as a very 
precious memoir of her husband for 
a long time but has now put it into 
circulation in the work of the Mast- 
er's kingdom. The second gift came 
from a breaved mother who wrote a 
note saying the gift, small though it 
was, was very de. ‘ to her because of 
the fact that the son had expected to 
use a part of it for his car fare to 
school but was killed before he entered 
the ear. 

A “precious gift fund.” How ap- 
propriate! Each gift brings with it 
a life story and how precious the gift 
must be in the sight of Him in whose 
name it is given.

HARMFUL “ESTIMATES.” 

When the government issued its 
recent cotton crop estimate boost- 
ing nearly three-quarters of a mil- 
lion bales the estimate of only two 
weeks preceding, The Constitution 
said that it exceeded all private esti- 
mates, most of which were based on 
surveys just as thorough, and that 
there appeared no definite informa- 
ation to justify the exceedingly bear- 
ish totals authorized. It is a matter 
of record that prices, already low 
at the time, in comparison with con- 
sumptive demands and the light 
carry-over, suffered further sharp 
declines, and under organized pres- 
sure from the bear speculators the 
market has not yet recovered. In 
the meantime, in the very heart of 
the spot-selling season, the cotton 
growers of the south lost millions of 
dollars, and these losses will con- 
tinue until some other “official” | 
statement turns the trading tide. 


It is said the situation has aroused 
so much critical comment that the 
approaching conference of gover- 
nors at Birmingham will give it 
especial consideration, and that the 
whole thing will receive a congres- 
sional airing early in December. 


There is one remedy and only 
one against a recurrence of just 
such a condition in the future. That 
is the complete abolition of these 
semi-monthly crop estimate § sur- 
veys. They are as economically 
useless, even if relatively correct, 
as a fifth wheel to a vehicle, or as 
the appendix to the human anatomy. 
They serve no good purpose but do 
infinite damage. Even if bullish in- 
stead of bearish, which is rare, they 
do injustice to the consuming trade. 
If bearish as usual they are inex- 
cusably costly to the producers. At 
best they are the wildest kind of 
guesses, and by carrying the official 
Stamp of the government they as- 
Sume a trading influence that in- 
vites excited discriminatory specu- 
lative gambling of the most offen- 
Sive nature. 


The Constitution has repeatedly 
urged that these “‘reports” be dis- 
continued. It has never charged 
that they were wilfully wrong, but 
primarily wrong in principle. 
charitable enough to say they are 
maintained to keep a great political 
machine, involving an army of fed- 
eral employees in field and office 
service, in fact—a machine too pow- 
erful and perhaps too useful at 
times to yield to congressional at- 
tack. 

Congress can do no better act 
than stop them peremptorily, and 
without excuse or reservation. 


TO PROTECT BUYERS. 


A law providing for a real estate 
commission and for issuing licenses 
to real estate brokers and salesmen 
was adopted by the last session of 
the Georgia general assembly. This 
law, which is similar to the securi- 
ties and insurance acts, was de- 
signed to protect the public from 
“wild cat” or curb brokers, and to 
raise the standard of the real estate 
profession by preventing unfitted 
persons from engaging in the busi- 
ness. The new law will go into ef- 
fect on January 1, 1926, and will 
be operative in only five counties

of the state, as follows: Fulton, 
Richmond, Muscogee, Chatham and 
Bibb. 
The new law is the result of 
s-veral years’ effort upon the part 
of organized realtors to bring about. 
reforms and to stop abuses that 
were causing losses to the public 
anc bringing disrepute, in many in- 
stances, to the profession. The pro- 
sions of the statute are compre- 
hensive in their scope and if en- 
forced the new law will have a good 
effect upon the,real estate business 
a: a whole. 
_ 4 After the first of the coming 
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gage in the sale, rental or exchange 
of real estate without first securing 
a license from the real estate com- 
mission. Licenses will be issued by 
that body only after the applicant 
has shown that he is fitted to con- 
duct such a business. The charac- 
ter of the applicant, as well as his 
knowledge of real estate and his 
business ability, will be taken into 
account by the commission. The 
real estate commission, composed 
of three realtors, who have had at 
least ten years’ experience in the 
business, will have the power to 
issue- licenses or refuse to issue 
them. The body will also have the 
power to revoke licenses for cause. 
The licenses will be issued an- 
nually. 

Other provisions of the new law 
throw safeguards about the real es- 
tate profession, protecting both the 
public and the members of the fra- 
ternity from many evils that have 
caused trouble in the past. 

The first public announcement of 
the new real estate law was made, 
Friday at a meeting of the Atlanta 
Real Estate Board on the Cecil roof, 
when T. Robert Troutman, well- 
known Atlanta attorney, explained 
the statute in detail to the local 
realtors. Mr. Troutman paid tribute 
to the excellence of the law. 

The law makes it compulsory for 
each broker and salesman to secure 
licenses from the real estate com- 
mission before entering the business 
of selling or leasing real property, 
but it does not apply to individuals 


or firms selling their own property 


or to individuals, firms or corpora. | be construed as argument against 
tions acting as trustees, guardians,: pro 


trustees in bankruptcy or those act- 
ing upon orders from courts. The 
law is designed to do away with the 
“curb broker’ and the unscrup- 
ulous dealer. It is also expected to 
raise the standard of the real estate 
profession by eliminating irrespon- 
sible men from its ranks.

THE BARTOW HIGHWAY, 


The communication elsewhere 
from Chairman Branson, of the Bar- 
tow county commission of roads 
and revenues, develops an entirely 
different situation with regard to 
Bartow’s recent reported failure to 
meet the 25 per cent cost of road 
construction in that county that had 
been proposed by the state highway 
commission than that which the 
press and public had been led to 
believe. 


According to Chairman Branson, 
who writes fully and concisely of 
the county’s highway activities in 
the past as well as those in pros- 
pect, the plans and specifications 
of the project last proposed—and 
for which a 25 per cent county aid 
was for the time being, and for 
sound reasons apparently, deferred 
—is not for hard surfacing any part 
of the Chattanooga-Atlanta-Macon 
highway, two*branches of which 
converge at Cartersville, but for the 
grading and top soiling of a com- 
paratively short stretch of road that 


it is proposed shall be linked in with | 


the main state highway in lieu of a 
link known as the Altoona mountain 
road which was built entirely by the 
county but now maintained by the 
State. The chairman presents rea- 
sons for deferring definite action in 
providing the one-fourth county aid 
for this specific secondary contract 
that seem entirely fair and sound. 
The money that had been made 
available on a former estimate, he 
alleges, was found, on a later esti- 
mate, to be almost 50 per cent de- 
ficient, requiring new fiscal’ plans. 

We are glad to publish Chairman 
Branson’s statement. It is illuminat- 
ing, and illustrates again the urgent 
necessity for Georgia to build her 
State system of highways as North 
Carolina and Florida and other pro- 
gressive States are doing—by a 
State-wide plan with adequate state 
aid to carry the hard surface system 
to completion without such embar- 
rassments as are being experienced 
in the Bartow matter. 


Bartow is one of the truly great 
counties in Georgia, and as holding 
a key position in the most traveled 
of all the interstate trunk highways 
it is peculiarly necessary that differ- 
ences between the state and county 
authorities may be composed and 
the trunk line paved from county 
line to county line. That is the 
one appealing objective. 


It does not pay, as has been so 
often demonstrated, to build tempo- 
rary highways. ‘While building a 
road build it right’”—which means 
hard surfacing—ought to be the 
slogan of every county in Georgia, 
and more especially of Bartow, 
where the traffic is so heavy. Tem- 
porary roads are not only expensive 
to maintain but have to be almost 
rebuilt after every season of rain. 


“Build concrete roads only in the 


state system’’ should be an inflexible 
rule.

It is quite possible that to future 
generations the word, “Locarno,” and 
not Versailles, will spell peace. We 
know now that the peace treaty signed 
at Versailles was only one step, and 
a very awkward step, toward the peace 
of nations.

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Bartow Commissioner 
Puts the Blame on 
Highway Department

Believing that your alto- 
gether good and your aim inspired by truly 
motives to bring about real road 
construction, it is our purpose to set you 
right and to make a atatement of the 
facts upon which you and the public can 
draw correct conclusions. 

The first error is that there is no pres- 
ent purpose upon the highway authorities 
to put a hard pavement on the 
Rartow division of the Dixie highway, Were

simple matter. It has become decidedly 


more complicated, but not of our making. 
We have had $20,000 ready for a_ hard 
pavement for more than a year, which was 
all t@at was asked for to begin with. We 
believed until a few months ago, as you 
evidently yet believe, that we were going 
to have a paved road at once from Carters- 
ville to Marietta. We agreed to meet our 
part of the first four-mile section and 
made all financial arrangements to take 
care of it. 

But the plans were changed. Not by us 
but by the state and government highway 
authorities, The changed plans were an- 
nounced to us only a few months ago and 
we dgreed to the plans then announced, 
notwithstanding the changes madé were ma- 
terial and vital, 


To state the course of the negotiations. 
The first proposal was to put down a hard 
pavement on that stretch of road, part of 
which runs through the Allatoona moun- 
tains, south of Cartersville. Our part of 
the first section was to be $20,000. We 
agreed, but the matter was delayed. On 
pressing for an explanation for the delay, 
we were finally informed that a new route 
had been suggested, which would mean an 
abandonment of about six miles of the old 
road and ai relocation of the road over 
virgin territory, skirting the  Allatoona 
mountains and leaving them off the route 
entirely. We were afterwards informed 
that the route had been surveyed and defi- 
nitely located and' that inasmuch as it 
would mean new rights of way, laying ont. 
grading and throwing up an entirely new 
but semewhat straizhter road, avoid raii- 
road crossings and other benefits, the ques- 
tion was put to us if we would let our 
$20,000 be applied to this new construction, 
estimated by the highway engineers to cost 
about $80,000. We were told that this 
work would have to be capped with only a 
temporary hard surface, since it would not 
be feasible to put down a permanent hard 
surface on a ‘‘green’’ road bed because the 
new road would have to settle before it 
would be wise to put down concrete or 
other hard pavement. 

After hearing the statements made by 
the highway engineers as to the superior- 
ity and advantages of a new location of 
the road, we agreed to let our $20,000 which 
we had raised for a different purpose on 
a different road, be applied as our one- 
fourth of this new project. We well under- 
stood that it meant the postponement of 
a hard surface but the engineers of the 
highway department thought the change 
best and we agreed. 

We acquired the rights of way and co- 
operated in every manner and stood ready 
to put up our part of the $80,000 for 
this new road, our $20,000 which we raised 
at first to start a hard paved road. 

Increase in Cost. 

But again we were called in and in- 
formed that later and more thorough esti- 
mates placed the cost of the new construc- 
tion at $143,000 and would we put up one- 
fourth of this last amount? We hesitated. 
It was our duty to count our money

To put our one-fourth into the new proj- 
ect means a very different thing from what 
you think it means. It probably means 
some delay before a hard surface can he 
laid on it. It means, too, that the road 
we built through the Allatoona mountains 
at a cost to us of $65000, without any 
help from any other government, and which 
we believed at the time to be the best 
way, is to be turned back to us for up- 
keep and maintenance, while another lo- 
cation is recommended to us by the engi- 
neers to which we are asked to pay one- 
fourth of the expense of grading. The en- 
gineers of the state and government may 
be right in preferring the new route. It 
will carry less grades, fewer sharp curves 
and shorten the distance and: it would 
certainly be very advantageous to have 
the present road as a detour while the 
new road is being: built and afterwards 
|when paved. The detour feature is an im- 
portant element in our north Georgia coun- 
itry. The question comes up, what is right 
| in amount for us to pay? Building roads 
‘in north Georgia is expensive business. 
Much expensive than in other por- 
tions of the state. We are not to be con- 
demned if we take the view that $20,000 
is a substantial contribution on our part 
toward this new project when it:is taken 
into consideration that we are going to 
have to put up one-fourth for the hard 
pavement when the road is ready for it. 


We are informed by the engineers that 
even the old road which we built will have 
to undergo some. very expensive changes if 
used. Curves will have to be taken ont, fills 
made and underpasses and bridges con- 
structed where the railroad is intersected, 
all of which, the engineers contend, will 
equal the expense of the new project, to 
say nothing of bad detours if this road is 
rebuilt. We are informed, also that it will 
he some time before a hard pavement can 
be laid over this road on account of the 
changes. So road construction, so far as 
getting to acceptable grades is concerned, 
is very expensive in north Georgia. As- 
suming that the bids will not exceed the 
estimate, the new project, to reach grade 
alone, with only a temperary surface, will 
cost in the neighborhood of $25,000 a mile. 
It does not cost that much in middle and 
south Georgia. 

We have approached this question with- 
out prejudice, desiring only to be fair and 
hoping that the balance of the public will 
be equally fair. We must consider the 
cost and our ability to meet it. We are 
eager for the day when we will have a 
hard-surfaced road passing through our 
county and we want to pay our part of 
that cost. We may not be able to do that 
if grading costs berome so burdensome our 
treasury will be drained and our taxpayers

It marked a definite ad- .« 
vance in senate prestige as against 
the white house. 

In this contreversy between con- 
g.ess and the w*.e house, Coolidge’s 
weakness is that he is insufficiently 
equipped with friends to fight for 
him. Some of the regular republican 
leaders in the senate. who ought to 
be on their toes to meet every assault 
on a president who is of their own 
party. are conspicuous laggards. Some 
who have the heart to fight, have not 
the ability, or lack the peculiar equip- 
ment that is necessary. The two sen- 
ators from Coolidge’s own state, But 
ler and Gillette, are loyal to him and 
would go any length to fight his bat- 
tles. But both are new in the sen- 
ate—neither Gillette nor Butler has 
been two years in his seat. Also, 
neither is a good speaker. They are 
not equipped for forensic fighting. 

Butler Is Silent. 
Butler, in addition to being senator 


from Massachusetts, and in addition 
to being Coolidge’s personal political 
mapvager, is the chairman of the re- 
publican national committee. As such 
his position carries weight and ought 
to earry authority. But Butler is 
unable to deliver his strength on the 
senate floor. By nature he is silent. 
His training is all business. He is 
quite unequipped by nature and by 
experience for senatorial combat. On .- 
any issue he might be in the right, 
might have the best arguments, might 

be able to convince any group of 
business men, might get a unanimous 
decision from any board of directors 

of a corporation. But in the kind 
of battle that is the rule in the sen- 
ate Butler might be silenced by a 
single jeering epigram from some 
democrat like Reed of Missouri.

Pending the passage of this enab- 
‘ling act, the bond committee will be 
‘limited to the taking of subscriptions | 
or pledges for bonds, with the expecta- | 
tion that the bonds themselves will | 
be delivered in January or February, | 
(1926, by the National Metropolitan | 
‘bank, of Washington, D. C. 
| ‘This decision was made upon the | 
‘advice of the highest and best author- | 
‘ities in the financial world, and we | 
feel sure that all members of the com- 
mittee will concur as to the wisdom | 
| of such a course. ; 
| This means the starting of an im- 
}mediate campaign for subscriptions | 
ito the bond issue, upon which sub- | 
‘scriptions or pledges payment will be 
delayed until the bonds are ready for | 
}delivery. On this point you will be |

While it is of course permissible for

Of the landmark, which the chap- 
ter is planning to mark appropriate- 
ly, Mrs. Neal writes: 

The octagon-shaped gravel house, 
two miles north of Adairsville, Gor- 
don county, Georgia, and on the Dixie 
highway, was in direct line of Sher- 
man’s march to the sea, was built in 
1857 by Robert C. Saxon, as a lovely 
home for his family. This house was 
used for a fort during the war be- 
tween the states. May 24, 1864, it 
was the scene of a fierce skirmish. 
Many brave men lost their lives there 
including one lieutenant and one c¢ap- 
tain. It was battered by balls, then 
burned. Nothing remained but the 
blackened walls, mute reminders of 
what had been in the past. The grand 
structure had eight large rooms and 
eight triangular ones, had eight fire- 
places and one chimney. 

The U. D. C., Gordon county chap- 
ter, hopes to mark the spot with con- 
crete markers. Henry C. Hunt, of 
Gordon county, was actively engaged 
in this skirmish and promoted for 
bravery. He is the only surviving 
member of Captain T. D. Wyly’s com- 
pany D, 40th Georgia Regular Bar- 
ton’s Brigade Stevens division, West- 
ern army.

A ing without work has been dis- 
covered by a Hollywood man. Some 
months ago he bought a derelict Ford 
car for $35 and the junk man who 
sold it couldn’t believe his eyes when 
he saw the cash in his hand. Since 
then, our hero has been enjoying a 
steady and sometimes large income 
renting this wreck to the various stu- 
dios. As a matter of fact, he got an 
$800 check from Lasky’s some time 
ago and the car was used for exactly 
one hour. 


Cars in Holiywood rent for from 
$10 to $35 a day, according to the 
make, condition, and rarity—in fact 
in some cases of very old models or 
trick cars no price is too large for the 
studio that needs it. 

Such a car was the one used in 
Norma Talmadge’s production, ‘‘The 
Lady.” It was built like the old style 
pony cart, door at the back, the 
driver’s seat elevated, no top and a 
lever for steering and motor control. 

A car often is rented by the week 
and used for only one shot as it is 


cheaper to pay the week’s rent than 
to have to stop and hunt up the car 
at the exact moment needed. 

The method of procedure is this: 
The car to be rented is photographed, 
front, side and rear, top up, top 
down, or in fact in any moods to 
which it is subject. These pictures 
are then filed under ‘“‘A—autos”’ with 
the property man at the various stu- 
dios with all data on the back, make, 
vintage, price or any special features. 

The property man, when he re- 
ceives a requisition from a director 
for a car, presents a few pictures of 
cars of the type needed and presto— 
the happy owner of the chosen car is 
summoned with his mechanical won- 
der and the dicker is on. 


This business has become so prof- 
itable that one man has a _ business 
which consists solely of putting bodies 
of Rolls Royce cars on other makes. 
His job costs $1,000 and the return 
on the owner’s investment is $35 a 


‘day, the usual rental for this make of 


car. Ten dollars a day in addition 
is thrown in for a driver. 

This business represents a capital 
invested of $50,000 and the owner 
receives an income that supports h.m 
in splendor in Laurel canyon, the /a- 
vorite residential region near Holly- 
wood of picture plutocrats, bootleg- 
gers and kings of industry.

Los Angeles is doing everything in 
its power to lessen the number of van- 
ished girls and to help those that are 
found to. get back to decent, happy 
lives.

“T recall the case of Lulu, who was 
47 when I first met her—the daughter 
of a well-to-do widow. Apparently she 
Should have been a happy, contented 
girl, but there was constant discord be- 
tween herself and mother. The girl, a 
brilliant thinker and as beautiful as the 
girls that poets praise, brought good 
grades home from school. Good books, 
good music, good plays appealed to 
her. 

“The first time 1 encountered Lulu 
was when she disappeared from a 
dance one morning. 

“When I talked to her later I asked 
her if she didn’t know that nice girls 
didn’t keep such hours. 

““Nice girls,’ she snapped. ‘What 
do you mean—the goody-goody kind, 
the girl that wants a chaperon and asks 
mother every time she wants to go out 
for the evening? They are the weak 
girls without strength of character, the 
kind that need to be watched the most.’ 

“I did not see Lulu again until her 
eizhteenth birthday anniversary. She 
had been away from home for two days 
with ‘girl friends.’

HAVE chosen 

this subject 
because I have 
found some young 
men, and even 
some young womm- 
en, who seem to 
misunderstand the 
invitation extend- 
ed by the Master. 
The call of the 
_ Gospel falls, at 
times, upon deaf ears because religion is 
regarded as a thing that is necessary 
cnly when one comes to prepare him- 
self for the life beyond. In earlier 
times many. Christians misinterpreted 
the Christian religion and, withdrawing 
themselves from companionship with 
their fellows, devoted their time wholly 
to preparation of themselves for heaven. 
Christ went about doing good. 

I present my appeal to the young to 
accept Christ and to enter upon the life 
He prescribes, not because they may 
die soon but because they may live. 
They need Christ as their Saviour now 
and they need Him as their guide 
throughout life. Some complain of the 
Parable of the Vineyard because the 
man who began work at the eleventh 
hour received the same pay as those 
who toiled all day. Surely, those who 
complain have not tasted the joys of 
a Christian life. No one who follows 
the teachings of Christ will begrudge 
the reward promised to those who re- 
pent at the last moment and are saved. 
The eleventh-hour Christians are the 
ores to mourn because they have lost 
the happiness that they would have

: Religion Fits Needs. 

Young people sometimes postpone 
becoming Christians on the ground that 
they want to have a good time for a 
while longer. Who can be happier than 
the Christian? Our religion fits into 


the needs of all of every age. If there 
are any amusements enjoyed by the 
world from which members of the 
church feel it a duty to abstain it is 
because more wholesome amusements 
crowd out the objectionable ones. It 
ought not to be necessary to forbid 
a Christian to do harmful things; he 
ought to avoid them because he has no 
taste for them—because he finds real 
pleasure and more enduring satisfaction 
in the things that are innocent and 
helpful. 

There is another class to which I 
desire to address myself today, name- 
ly, those who call themselves more 
liberal than Christians—who look 
upon our religion as narrowing in its 
influence. Christianity is the broad- 
est of creeds because it takes in ev- 
erything that touches human life, here 
and ‘hereafter... The Christian life is 
the most comprehensive life known; 
it is as deep as the heart; it is as wide 
as the world; and it is as high as 
heaven. 

Paul, the great apostle, tells us 
that Christ came to “bring life and 
immortality to light”— not immortal- 
ity alone, but life also, and the word 
life comes before the word immor- 
tality. 

Have Higher Authority. 

But we have higher authority even 
than Paul. Christ, in explaining His 
mission, said, ‘‘1 am come that they 
might have life, and that they might 
have it more abundantly.” 


itude. 


It is to. 


the more abundant life that Christ 
calls us. He was the master of 
mathematics, yet He used only addi- 
tion and multiplication; subtraction 
has no place in His philosophy. 

Let me illustrate, as I see it, the gift 
that Christ brings to man. Let us 
suppose that the people living in an 
agricultural section had, by intelli- 
gent cultivation, brought from thé soil 
all that it could yield in material 
wealth. If a stranger came into the 
community and announced that the 
people, by sinking a shaft one hun- 
dred feet deep, could find a vein of 
coal, they would, if they believed the 
statement true, immediately sink a 
shaft; and, if they found the coal, 
they would add it to the wealth that 
they derived from the surface of the 
ground. They would be grateful to 
the person who told them of the addi- 
tional riches which they possessed but 
of which they were not aware. They 
might not think to thank him imme- 
diately—they might be too busy ac- 
quiring money to express their grat- 
But after the man was dead, if 
not before, they would pause long 
enough to erect a monument to testify 
to their appreciation of the service he 
had rendered. 

Adds to Life. 

And, to complete the iilustration, 

suppose after the people had adjusted 


themselves to the added-income, an- 
Other stranger appeared and assured 
them that, if they would sink a shaft 
one hundred feet deeper, they would 
find a vein of precious metals from 
which to draw money enough to pur- 
chase everything everywhere that the 
heart could wish. They would, if they 
gave credit to his statement, dig down 
and find gold and silver and, with still 


‘greater joy, add this new possession 


to those that they already had. Again 


they would be grateful. They might 
not express themselves during the 
benefactor’s life, but after a while visi- 
tors to the community would see two 
monuments reared by grateful hands 
to those who had brought blessings to 
the neighborhood. 


HIS illustration presents the idea 
that I would impress upon you, 


namely, that Christ came to add to all 
the good things man possessed with- 
out requiring the surrender of any 
good thing in exchange. Long be- 
fore the coming of Christ man had 
taken possession of the body and had 
gathered from it all the joys that the 
flesh can yield. Man had also explored 
the farther reaches of the mind and 
possessed himself of the delights of 
the intellect. Christ not only brought 
redemption but opened to man the 
vision of a spiritual world and showed 
him what infinite greatness the Father 
has placed within the reach of one 
made in His image, if he will only use 
the powers that he has—powers un- 
known to him until revealed by the 
Spirit. 

Every human being is traveling 
every day in one direction or the other 
—either upward toward the highest 
plane that man can-reach, or down- 
ward toward the lowest level to which 
man can fall; Christ gives us a vision 
of our possibilities and the strength 
to realize them. 

No Demands Made. 

If Christ had demanded something 
in return for the great gifts that He 
came to bestow man might be justi- 
fied in asking for time for investiga 
tion. He would want to weigh the 
value of that which is offered against 
the value of that which must be given 
up. To do this intelligently would

HE teachings of Paul had been 

within the last few years clari- 
fied in an unprecedented degree by re- 
searches which were primarily con- 
cerned not with his career, or, indeed, 
with the Christian tradition, but with 
the state of the Roman empire in 
Paul’s time, and with the alien faith 
which had there gained a hearing.

The biographical sketch of Bishop 
J. H. Vincent, of chautauqua fame, 
by a nephew is a fitting tribute to the 
achievements of a man who left be- 
hind him a great living monument. 

The early chapters describe the 


boyhood and youth of the late Bishop 
Vincent, his experiences as a school- 
master, circuit-rider, city missionary 
and theological student. This is fol- 
lowed by an account of his ministerial 
life in New Jersey and in Illinois, his 
acquaintance with U. S. Grant, and 
the growth of his ideas of reform in 
current Sunday school methods. 

Several chapters are devoted to his 
work as an editor and leader of insti 
tutes, as well as to the chautauqua 
movement and the founding of the 
Chautauqua reading circle. The book 
deals next with his activities as a 
bishop, first in the United States and 
then in Europe. 

The anecdotal matter is very cons 
siderable and an attempt is made to 
appraise his position as an orator and 
as a writer. One of the final chap- 
ters emphasizes his amazing energy 
during the period when he was supe 
posed to be in retirement. 

The volume narrates many of the 
humorous incidents which were cons 
nected with Bishop Vincent as plat- 
form manager.

Jones. Bishop Vincent is making an 
effort to establish amicable relations 
between Dr. John Hall, dignified and 
ponderous in speech with Sam Jones, 
who was alert and slangy.

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YOUNG man, with a flock 

of relatives, including his 

mother and two sisters, in- 

vaded a Georgia courtroom 

the other day and stood be- 

fore the judge. Two or three 
days previously the same young man 
had entered a plea of guilty to vio- 
lation of the prohibition laws, and if 
there were any extenuating circum- 
stances they were not stated at the 
time. The judge entered a fine of 
$125, not an unusual fine for a vio- 
lation of that type, as the defendant 
had admitted handling liquor in a 
commercial quantity. 


It looked to the judge like a plea 


for reduction of fine, when he saw this 
array of women-folk. But the judge 
was destined to receive the surprise of 
his life by the tale told by the de- 
fendant, a story confirmed by his rel- 
atives. 

The young man who had entered 


the plea of guilty is a cripple and also 
of frail build, and looks sickly—an 
object to attract the attention and also 
the sympathy of a court. It seems 
that he had been on he scene of action 
when the drag-net thrown about a 
blind tiger’s lair not only brought in 
the tiger but at least one innocent by- 
Slander.. The young man was so near 
the place that he supposed he would 
be convicted, on general principles, of 
participation in the unlawful proceed- 
ings there. 


One of the other defendants pro- 
posed to him that he enter a plea of 
guilty, assuming responsibility for op- 
eraiing the illicit establishment, and 
said that he would pay his fine. This 
offer looked rather attractive to the 
young man, as he was afraid he was 
going to be convicted, anyhow, and 
So he agreed to plead guilty and take

The other man promptly wrote out 
an agreement that, if the young man 
pleaded guilty, he would pay his fine. 
This novel contract was prepared in 


the courthouse and was duly witnessed 
by a county bailiff. A more official 
contract, born in a more legal atmos- 
phere, could hardly be imagined. 


But the defendant who signed this 
agreement so blithely refused to pay 
the young man’s $125 fine after sen- 
tence was imposed by the judge. And 
so, in righteous indignation, the crip- 
ple and his mother and his two sSis- 
iers and. other relatives invaded the 
courtroom to tell the judge all about 


it. The young man related the whole © 


story in detail, and said that a more 
innocent defendant than he never en- 
tered a courthouse. 


‘This is a most amazing story,” said 
Judge G. Y. Tigner, of the city court 
of Columbus, to whom it was related. 
“This court cannot be used in any such 
way by offenders who induce cripples 
and diseased persons to plead guilty 
for them, and they go scot free.” 

The judge turned the ‘‘contract”’ 
over to the solicitor of his court, in- 
structing him to make full report to 
the Muscogee county grand jury, so 
that body can take appropriate action.

countless numbers of them, you never 
hear about. 


Discussing the subject with Mr. 
Fred Beetson, minister plenipotentiary 
of Mr. Will Hays’ staff, he dared me 
to try to name one hundred stars of 
magnitude. 

“You can’t do it.’”” He saved me 
from trying. ‘‘In the game—accord- 
ing to the big men in the know—there 
are only 12 big stars, big box office 
winners. The lesser satellites of good 
incomes will not complete the list of 
a hundred. This gives an idea of the 
opportynities open to the thousands 
and thousands who are either here or 
plan to raid the community before 
the year is out. 

“There are more here now than 
can be handied. There is little in- 
dustry in this city, as you know. There 
are no telephone jobs, no stenographic 
jobs, no mail order houses to turn to 
when the movie job fails. The ex- 


perience of looking for employment 
is as heartbreaking here as for a girl 
anywhere, more heartbreaking, for 
this kind of work calls for a talent 
peculiar to its individual needs. 


“The lure of the stage has always 
existed. That brings some of them. 
Some of them want adventure; or, 
again, they’re conceited, or they may 
be attractive enough seemingly to 
justify the attempt to break in. But 
the rattlebrains do not think of the 
hard work, nor those periods of finan- 
cial and physical depression when 
there is no work. 


“The beauty contest winner has no 
more chance: than the unknown, in 
the opinion of this man whose finger 
is on the pulse of the trade. The 
same opinion is indorsed by several 
casting directors of big companies to 
whom I have talked. Some few years 
ago, before these contests became a 
feature of every town fete and coun- 


try fair, an interest may have been 
evoked—enough for a hearing at 
least. But not any more. 


“The big moneys—outside of the 
headliners’ salaries—the $125 a week 
or the $200 or $300 a week that seem 
fortunes to the $25 a week worker are 
big only when they get it. At the end 
of the year, counting up.enforced va- 
cations and the extra expenses which 
are part of the character of the work, 
she is little if any better off. 

“My secretary on $50 a week,” said 
Mr. Beetson, “‘has a better job than 
most of the girls working on the lots. 
Her hours are regular. She has two 
weeks’ vacation with pay. Her ex- 
penses are less.” 


HE stories of girls who have been 
picked from behind the store 
counters by an eager-eyed director on 
a shopping tour, or from the dancing 
floor by a manager dining at a side 
table are pure fiction. Two such 
stories have gone out since my ar- 
rival here. 
of these girls featured had experience 
of several seasons’ standing. 

One has to know how to act or 
must have that rare quality usually 
called personality, and defined by Sam 
Bernhard as ‘I don’t know what it 
is, but what it is l’ve got.” It is the 
thing Irene Rich had when she was 
picked from a crowded anteroom in a 
stenographic employment bureau, and 
the thing that she later proved to pos- 
sess when she was chosen from a large 
group in a studio waiting room. It’s 
a rare possession. 

So, let not ambition mock your 
useful toil, your daily ways, your des- 
tiny .obscure.. This colony for all its 
beautiful palm-fringed, oleander 
blooming highways is known by other 
names than the Land of Dreams.

Your Scalp Should Have 120,000 
Haitrs. 

»| NOTHER old geezer was as 

hairless as a fox, 


Yet always had tobaccer in 
his old tobaccer box. 


The old Greeks noticed 
that foxes were often hair- 


less and so they applied the term 
alopecia (meaning fox) to loss of hair 
or baldness. 


An idea which used to occur to me 
often, as I suppose it has to many 
other nice young men, was that when 
a fellow has nice hair that is about all 
he has, and when he begins to get 
anything else he no longer has nice 
hair. It is sad to contemplate this in- 
evitable association of achievement, 
fame, election or fortune with alo- 
pecia. Paderewski and Professor Sy 
appear to be the only notable excep- 
tions, and even Paderewski’s mop 
looks somewhat skimpy nowadays. 
Back in the nineteenth century I took 
Dr. Sy’s course in chemistry—at least 
he will testify 1 was thoroughly ex- 
posed to it—but one of the great se- 
crets of his art which he did not teach 
me was the formula of his hair tonic. 

Questions concerning the nutrition 
of the scalp and growth of the hair 
may be grouped under these head- 
ings: (1) Facts of anatomy and physi- 
ology, (2) Theories plausible to sci- 
ence, and (3) Notions based on imag- 
inary conceptions—in short, imagi- 
nations which do not jibe with the 
facts. Most of the appeals of hair 
tonics or hair growers or hair restor- 
ers belong to the third class. 


Facts were stubborn things in the 


anti-hokum era, they are still unwieldy 


enough to make very dull reading. If 
we confined ourselves to facts in these 
United States for a period of ten or 
twenty years, what a wonderful im- 
petus that would give our forests! The 
average sensational article telling the 
world about the miracles of science 
would dwindle to a line or two of 
something less than news. Anatomy 
and physiology are merely formal col- 
lections of facts, as uninteresting as a 
true picture of health among a mob 
of painted prize beauties. Neverthe- 
less, if you want to keep your hair on 
you’ve got to face the facts unflinch- 
ingly, without any iron-clad guaran- 
tees or unprecedented thirty-day trial 
offers to sustain you. If you’re a 
wisenheimer the facts are certain to 
bore you; a lot of thin-haired folk 
would rather be buncoed than be 
bored, as Barnum observed. 


OW, quick, a few Salient facts: 
The hair grows only from the 
papilla, a little conical projection of 
the skin sheath under the hair root. 
The hair root fits over this papilla like 
acaponanacorn. The papilla con- 
tains blood vessels, nerves and pig- 
ment cells, 

Each hair is embedded in an infold- 
ed sheath of skin, just as though the 
hair shaft were pushed into the skin 
without penetrating the skin. 

Hair is only a structural modifica- 
tion of skin. 

Hair is solid, not a hollow shaft; no 
“sap,” nourishment, oil or other sub- 


stance leaks or bleeds from the cut 
ends of hair. \ 

Hair on the scalp grows half an inch 
a month, more or less, according to 
Season, sunlight, individual state of 
health. 

Hair is being shed constantly and, 
while luck lasts, as constantly renew- 
ed, in man. The average life of a 
hair is from two to four years. The 
eyelashes are renewed about every 
five months. 

Normal hairs taper gradually to a 
point, which may split. | 

Cutting, clipping or plucking out 
hair conserves no energy or vitality 
and certainly mever increases the 
growth of the hair; when the normal 
tapering fine points are clipped off 


the hair seems thicker or heavier. The 
full complement is 120,000 hairs to 
the scalp, and mere man can’t make 
two hairs grow where before there was 
but one. 


Questions and Answers. 


Can you advise me how to get re- 
lief from chronic constipation? This 
has come on me in the past four or 
five years. I have tried every laxa- 
tive or cathartic remedy on the market 
without any improvement. (S. L. D. ( 

Answer.—It is doubtful whether 
anybody could “try’’ so many physics 
without acquiring the habit of con- 
stipation as a consequence of the drug- 
ging. But if you have been cultivat- 
ing the habit only four or five years 
it is still possible you may be able to 
break it. Send a stamped envelope 
bearing your address and repeat your 
request. 

I have a boy 14 years and a girl 
46 years who are very round shoul- 


dered. We gave them braces, but 
they seem to do no good. They hurt 
them in the shoulders and stomach. 
Can you recommend some braces that 
will straighten them up? (Mrs. G. 
Bo 

Answer.—lIt is a mistake to put 
braces, supporters, splints or appli- 
ances of any kind on young persons, 
except under the direction and care of 
your physician. If it were possible to 
give your children a fair education the 
postural fault would be prevented or 
corrected. It is the province of the 
trained physical director to prevent 
and correct such conditions—but your 
public schools probably do not cone 
cern themselves about education be- 
low the eyebrows. The physical 
director at the Y. M. C. A. can take 
care of your boy’s requirements, and 
the girl may get the necessary Cor- 
rectional exercise and instruction from 
the physical director in the Y. W. C. A. 


Kindly tell me if feather mattresses 
are unhealthy to sleep on, or which is 
better, cotton or feathers? Is oat- 
meal water healthy for babies? (Mrs. 
Mi. Th. tad 

Answer—Yes, feathers are health- 
ful to sleep on or under. Of course, 
such beds are too warm in the sum- 
mer. Occasionally an individual sen- 
sitized to feather emanations suffers 
asthmatic trouble when exposed to 
feathers. Cotton mattresses are quite 
as healthful as any other kind, but, oh 
boy, it’s great to dive into the feathers. 

Oatmeal water is excellent as a 
substitute for plain water or the old- 
time lime water in diluting milk for 
the baby.

i epoi weeks ago before this was 
written he sent to me a 


postcard of himself in this cos- 
tume, with a note saying that he 
would be delighted to communicate 
with our committee on the Thomas 
E. Watson memorial. Only three 
weeks! And now the psychic hands 
of a master mind are folded in re- 
pose—his work in three dimensions 
finished, his transfigured fourth 
dimensional inspiration begun! We 
had many conversations about Sena- 
tor Watson on La Savoie, in 1922. 
Mr. Bartlett was greatly interested in 
his History of France and Life of 
Napoleon which I had taken with me 
for “steamer reading.”’ 1 showed him 
the newspaper accounts of Senator 
Watson’s death and asked him if he 
would be wililng to come to Atlanta 
and give us a memorial of the sena- 
tor and of himself. He assured me 
that nothing could please him more. 
Love of France, land of freedom, was 
the synchronous note of contact. 
Twice was I permitted to visit the 
atelier of Mr. Bartlett wherein were 
the models of his well-known works. 
His home at 15 rue de Cherche-Midi, 


was the former home of the British 


ambassadors since the days of 
Louis XIV. In the small garden of 


the court yard is a statue of the ill- 
fated Marie Antionette, and a bust 
of her adorns the entrance hall. In 
this appropriate setting Mr. and Mrs. 
Bartlett extended most delightful 
hospitality. Both possessed that 
wonderful gift of understanding, and 
their friendship is one of my precious 
possessions. 

May the great spirit of Paul Way- 
land Bartlett inspect and manipulate 
the hand of the sculptor who will 
create the memorial to Georgia’s 


genius of courage and truth— 
Thomas E. Watson, and as our tour- 


ists stand in front of the Musee du 
Louvre in Paris, regarding the Chev- 
alier Lafayette, may they associate 
these two great souls who represent 
our highest type of American man- 
hood.

22) choir singer back. in Little 
Rock, Arkansas, made her debut in 
grand opera in Vienna, she won much 
more than the usual amount of atten- 
tion paid young singers. The musical 
Critics praised her highly and many of 
them said, ‘“‘Why she’s another ws ats 
Garden.” 


Of course, the little Arkansas prima 
donna was flattered. Why shouldn’t 
she be when she was being compared 
to such a famous and brilliant singer, 
especially when, as it happened, Mary 
Garden was her favorite of favorites 
among all the greatest stars of the 
opera firmament? 

And then when Mary Lewis sang in 
Paris, her critics said the very same 
thing about her, that she had every 
attribute to become a veritable double 
of Mary Garden, Guinsberg, the noted 
European impresario who had been 
Mary Garden’s first director, immedi- 
ately sought out. the new Mary and 
engaged her for a season at Monte 
Carlo. 

She sang in London and here she 
heard herself compared to Mary Gar- 
den again. And in other cities of Eu- 
rope everybody that saw and heard her 
pointed out the very marked points of 
similarity between the two Marys. 

Except for a certain immaturity in 
the voice of the younger singer, they 
said that if the two were placed behind 
a curtain, the hearer could scarcely tell 
the difference. Both had the same 
clear golden lyric soprano, with. the 
same touch of the coloratura. The 
timbre and the range and the feeling 
and expression that Mary Garden 
would have given a particular selection 
was reproduced almost precisely by the 
young star. 

And physically there is almost as re- 
markable a resemblance between the 
two stars. When Mary Garden was 
the age of Mary Lewis and just em- 
barking upon her operatic career, she 
must have been as much like her as 
a twin sister, so the friends of Miss 
Lewis think. They both have hair of 
the same golden tint, the same blue 
eyes, wide mouth and acquiline nose. 
Only Mary Lewis’ dimples would lack 
their counterpart. 

Mary Garden is at her best in the 
French school of operas. So is Mary 
Lewis. They are the preferences of 
both, the ones for which both are most 
naturally adapted. 

Practically all operas are dominated 
by the leading*role. Each star takes 
her role and puts herself so thoroughly 
into it that she quite adapts the whole 
musical drama to herself. . For that 
reason, two stars of widely different 

ersonality and voice may make the 
same opera seem like two entirely dif- 
ferent stories. 

But when Mary Lewis has sung 
STea Oe: “Caeopawa” or “La 
Boheme” or “Carmen” or any of the 
other operas that Mary Garden has 
identified with herself, musical critics 
have been amazed by the pronounced

The drop kick is wost effective in the 
first part of the gawe, as it paves the way 
for a scoring pass or run later.

to obey the best promptings of the 
heart and beg pardon. Families have 
ibeen rent asunder; communities have 
ome divided; nations have gone to 

war, just because some one lacked the 
spirit of the Saviour and refused the 
plain and easy road to reconciliation. 
Well may religious rites be suspend- 
ed for the moment while love removes 
offense and binds together buman 
hearts that were estranged. We know 
that ““To err is human.” and we be- 
lieve that “To forgive is divine;” to 
ask fergiveness requires as much 
erace as to forgive. 

Cannot Hate Brother. 

In his first epistle (chapter 4:2) 
John makes a striking application of 
‘Christ’s doctrine of love: “If a man 
say ‘I love God’ and hateth 
breither, he is a liar.” 

These are harsh words but 
Apostle was dealing with a very 
rious subjeet, viz., the glaring incon- 
sistency between leve of God and 
hatred of a brother.

We find that we can make 
cotton gins much more cheaply in 
Georgia than in the southwest, and 
that’s all there is to it.

True, we have to ship our 
manufactured product to the south- 
west, but the freight charge is small 
compared with the substantial saving 
we make in manufacturing costs.”

As proving necessity is the mother of invention, it is 
told that the popular “I'wenty-five Up” game, well known 
throughout the West, was invented by a party of snow- 
bound miners whose stock of games was limited to the pos- 
sibilities of a single, well-worn die.
